STEEL—FREE ENTERPRISE? 
Sir 


Your recent editorial, "Steel Catch~ 
es Hell” (Lire, March 8), overlooks 
an important fact: the recent ill- 
timed steel price increase is only one 
of a long series of incidents which in- 
dicate a disturbing lack of public re- 
sponsibility in our key industry. 

In 1941 the heads of the steel in- 
dustry assured us that the then exist- 
ing steel production facilities were 
ample for all-out war. Only through a 
reversal of this point of view under 
directives from the War Production 
Board did we get the steel we needed. 

Tn November 1945 key members of 
the steel industry made the incredible 
statement to government officials that 
the industry was overexpanded for our 
peacetime economy and that the in- 
dustry would be running at only 707% 
of capacity by the following summer. 

In January 1946 the steel industry 
insisted that only a $5-per-ton_ in- 
crease would save them from serious 
financial loss. . . . Profit figures avail- 
able six months later proved that the 
$5 increase was wholly unwarranted. 

For the last two years steel officials 
have refused to expand their facilities 
to meet the demand for steel produc- 
ion, Today, instead of producing the 
100° million ingot tons which our 
economy requires, they are produc: 
ing only 85 million. Last summer ste 
officials stated that extra production 
would lead to serious financial loss 
"when the depression comes” and 
that they were unwilling to risk such 
losses. 

+e As matters stand today a lit 
roup in Pittsburgh, answering to no 
ne, determines how many autom 
biles, washing machines, apartment 
houses, wire fences and oil refineries 
we shall have, and whether or not we 
shall be able to live up to the promise 
of the Marshall Plan. 

‘The Thomas committee tells us 
that the greatest menace to the private- 
enterprise system lies in a handful of 
American Communists. In my opin- 
ion an infinitely greater threat is the 
monopolists, who have long since 
forgotten what the American system 
is all about and who insist on inflict- 
ing their economic defeatism on the 
rest of us.

TWO-HEADED TURTLE 


In connection with your story on 
the two-headed turtle (Lire, March 
1), you might he interested in the en- 
closed picture of Arthur Colbeck’s 
two-headed fish. 

In the provincial fish hatcheries at 
Calgary where he works, Colbeck no- 
ticed that out of every million eggs a 
certain percentage develops into de- 
formed fry. These fry have curved 
hacks or a bulge somewhere in their 
bodies. About 10 in a million have 
two heads. 

The two-headed fry usually die in 
the fry stage because they never take 
to feeding after the egg sac is gone. So 
when a couple of two-headed fry ap-

peared healthy and started eating, 
beck decided to try to raise them. 
As the two small speckled trout grew 
into the fingerling stage, Colbeck 
transferred them to a separate trough 
hecause he noticed the other finger- 
lings seemed to want to attack the 
malformed ones.

THE BUTTER LOBBY WINS 


Congress tables bills to repeal margarine tax 


Ever since 1886, when the first restrictive federal taxes were imposed 
‘on margarine, the U.S. consumer has been caught in the political and 
economic war between that product and butter. In 1902 the dairy in- 
dustry succeeded in persuading Congress to pass the present high taxes 
—10¢ per pound on colored margarine, 14¢ on the uncolored product 

a result of which most margarine appears in stores as a pallid mass 
which has to be laboriously coloredeby housewives at home. These re- 
strictions were easy to pass. Early margarine had an unpleasant taste 
and contained various impurities, although in far less degree than the ~— PRO-BUTTER CONGRESSMAN Reid Murray (R., Wis.), a member of the House Agricul- 
dairymen indicated, But as margarine improved and became the equal ture Committee, tosses a box of margarine into his wastebasket.

When war- 
time shortages and the high price of butter brought margarine into 
further prominence, the first real movement to repeal the taxes began. 
By this time the main source of margarine had become not coconut 
oil from the Pacific but s« an and cottonseed oil from Southern and 
Western states. Margarine interests had also acquired a lobby but 
they were not yet strong enough. Last week they took a resounding 
beating at the hands of dairy-state congressmen and the powerful, 
well-financed butter lobby. In Washington the House Agriculture 
Committee indefinitely shelved 18 separate bills to ease federal re- 
strictions on margarine. Two days later in the Senate another repeal 
movement was turned down. But on the pro-margarine side were 
some arpused congressmen (opposite page) who promptly commenced 
one more effort, This took the form of a “discharge petition” in the 
House. By week’s end they had gathered more than 100 of the 218 
signatures necessary to force open debate on the floor. If they could 
collect the remainder, they intended to force a roll call, which would 
show consumers at home how their representatives were voting. To 
prevent this the well-heeled dairy lobbyists dug in for a bitter fight.

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WILL THERE BE -WAR? 


WASHINGTON PLANNERS STUDY MEANS TO PREVENT ONE—OR WIN IT IF RUSSIAN AGGRESSION CONTINUES 


Lire last week asked its Washington office to outline the facts behind the Rus- 
sian crisis as viewed by our military and diplomatic leaders who have been liv- 
ing with the problem for some time. This memo details the thinking which is 
behind our effort to avoid @ war—and some plans for winning it if it does occur. 


Will there be war? The answer lies not with the U.S: but with Russia. The 
base of American policy—the policy which the President asks Congress to ac- 
cept—is that a resolute stand against further Soviet advances will prevent 
war, that if we are prepared to fight we will not have to fight. The weight of 
Washington opinion is that Russia does not want war but will pursue her con- 
quests to the limit that is possible without it. ‘Russia is like a man walking 
down a corridor in a hotel, trying every door,” said a State Department official. 
“When he finds one that is open he walks in.” The limitation of this figure is 
that it ignores one possibility: if Stalin finds all doors locked he may kick one in. 

The speed of recent events in Europe, however, has shaken Washington's 
assumption that Moscow does not want war in the near future. The seizure of 
Czechoslovakia and the grab for Finland have taken Russia up to the line which 
her troops reached in World War II—the line that runs south from Petsamo on 
the Barents Sea to Stettin on the Baltic and Trieste on the Adriatic. At Yalta 
and Potsdam the U.S. virtually conceded Russia predominant power in all the 
countries east of this line. But Russia now seems to be reaching beyond it. In 
Greece the elusive guerrillas are backed by Russia’s satellites. Norway and Tur- 
key may be next. Success in any of these places would send the Soviet Union 
crashing out from behind the Iron Curtain, All of this has brought fear to Wash- 
ington that perhaps not even Stalin could control the Communist momentum. 


Test in Italy 


As Washington looked this week into the uncertain months ahead, it fixed its 
eyes on one certain—and immense—test of strength: the April 18 election in 
Italy. On that Sunday the Italians will make a choice between communism and 
democracy. How well will the Communists do? Their leader, Palmiro Togliatti, 
is so astute and effective that one of George Marshall's subordinates honestly, 
if reluctantly, calls him “‘an authentic political genius.” If the Communists 
and their left-wing Socialist allies should win more than 45% of the seats in 
parliament, where they now have about 30%, the fat would be in the fire. So 
strong a voice in parliament would guarantee them a major share in the new 
government. 

‘A State Department official laughed wryly as he pointed out an enormous 
irony: since the end of the war we have given Italy $1,750 million in coal, wheat, 
money and all other forms of relief. The Russians have given their Communist 
stooges about $15 million, strictly for electioneering expenses. And now the 
issue is who is Italy’s friend, the U.S. or the U.S.S.R.? 

It has been said by shrewd observers that $10 million efficiently spent could 
clinch the Italian election. But our State Department does not have in peace- 
time a secret fund such as other foreign offices have for such purposes. Within 
legal limits our diplomats are doing what they can to influence Italian votes: 
1) the U.S. has given Italy 29 freighters to replace her war losses; 2) House 
Speaker Joe Martin has asked Italian-Americans to write their friends and rel- 
atives letters describing the advantages of democracy; 3) the Department of 
Immigration issued a pointed reminder that no Communist immigrant can 
enter the U.S.; 4) the U.S., Britain and France announced that they would 
attempt to return Trieste to Italy; 5) Secretary Marshall has warned Italy that 
if Communists win control in the election she will get no more aid from the U.S. 

Even though they lose the election, the Communists may attempt to seize 
power by an armed insurrection. Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia might be all too 
ready to back them up with some of his 600,000 soldiers. In the event of such 
alcoup Premier De Gasperi might then ask for military help from the U.S. 
Whether or not he would get it was one of the big issues being discussed in 
Washington last week. 

"The consequences of not giving military aid—of letting Italy go down the 
Russian drain—would extend over all Europe. Such a Soviet triumph would be 
a smashing blow to French morale. The French would see it as a demonstra- 
tion of the inevitability of total Communist victory and the inadequacy of 
democratic power. French Reds would take it from there. 

Militarily Greece, Turkey and the Near East would be left as pockets of 
futile resistance behind the real lines of battle. Russia would be in a position to 
chop the oil line running from the Middle East’s rich fields to Britain and the 
U.S. Even ruling out the excellent chance that the oil fields would be seized by 
a logical thrust by the Red Army itself, the best that would remain to the U.S. 
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would be a very roundabout route to the oil via the Cape of Good Hope or the 
Pacific. In a still broader extension of the pattern Russia would hold advanced 
air bases overhanging Gibraltar, the strand of North Africa, Egypt and Malta. 


“Act now” 


Where can Russia be stopped—and when and how? As our diplomatic and 
military planners have stared at this problem over the last few months, two 
trends of thought emerged. One was the “act now” school, headed by some of 
the high career officers of the State Department, by a few military planners 
and by Secretary of Defense James Forrestal. Their argument ran something 
like this. 

The U.S. now holds the preponderant potential power for war. We have a 
greater geographical advantage than we will have later if Europe continues to 
dribble away. We have the atomic bomb. We have a decent air force and the 
most powerful navy in the world. We have a large reserve force of trained men 
not yet too rusty in warfare. And we still have a munitions industry. Russia 
does not really want to fight. She needs time to repair the war damage to her , 
industry and to build up her transport system. But she will halt her expansion 
only if we make a bold and unmistakable act of resistance over and above eco- 
nomic aid to Europe. “Unready as we are,” say the planners, “let us prove to 
Russia and to all of Europe that we are prepared to risk our necks to show that 
we mean business.” 

If the “act now” advocates carried the day, where and how could the U.S. 
apply military pressure? 2 

One place is in the Mediterranean. We could: 

1) Commit enough force to Greece to get a victory rolling there. We do not 
have enough to secure a quick decision over the Communist-supported guer- 
rillas, who are fighting a classic campaign of the hit-and-run variety. Two 
American divisions, threaded through the Greek army, would provide leader- 
ship right down to the squad level. What the Greeks needed was assurance 
that the U.S. would not accept a defeat that would hurt the Greeks who had 
fought with us. 

2) Land a force in Italy by arrangement with De Gasperi. $ 

3) Increase our Mediterranean naval force and put troops afloat as a force in 
being. 

1) Make a military alliance with the Western Union. Here the thinking is 
that there should be immediate assistance in the form of arms and supplies, as 
are now going to Greece. 

As one member of the “act now” group put it, “Russia keeps sticking out 
fingers, feeling for soft spots. If you step on a finger, she pulls it back.” There 
are some precedents to support this view: 

1) In Iran in 1946 Russia attempted to create a puppet regime and split the 
northern province of Azerbaijan off from the rest of the country. But the Ira- 
nian government proved resolute and at the crucial moment the U.S. State 
Department backed them up in the United Nations. The Soviet scheme col- 
lapsed and the Russians withdrew. 

2) In Turkey in the summer of 1945 Russia demanded rights in the Darda- 
nelles. The U.S. strongly opposed the demand. It failed. 

3) In Trieste, Communist Yugoslav troops twice marched to the border with 
the intention of crossing it. U.S. and British troops announced that they 
would meet them with gunfire. The Yugoslavs stayed on their side of the border. 


“Go slow” 


Over against the “act now” trend of thought has been the “go slow’? school. 


* Those who belong to this school fear that, by making rash moves which we 


cannot back up, we will let ourselves be sucked into a battle area from which 
we could not easily withdraw. While we were engaged in Greece or Italy (or 
France or China), the Russians could strike at some other point, such as Turkey. 

The “go slow” strategists are not so sure that Russia does not want a gen- 
eral war now. Russia, they believe, may well have reached the highest military 
power that she can expect to have within the next 10 years. In the 12 months 
after V-J Day, Russia kept her war industry going at capacity and has main- 
tained substantial arms production, particularly in aircraft, ever since. This 
matériel, along with food, has been stock-piled. Its useful life in storage is not 
long, and the war training of 16 million men diminishes in value as the years 
go by. So some of our soldiers feel that a comparison of military capacities 
—present and potential, Russian and American—impels Stalin to move now, 
to accept the chance of war. 

In the “go slow” school have been most of the top military figures, as well

as a former military leader, Secretary of State Marshall. “Don’t point a gun 
unless you are ready to fire it” is one of George Marshall's most positive max- 
ims. The others in the “go slow” school agree. If we provoked a war now by 
a military gesture in Europe, we would not have enough troops left to defend 
Alaska. We would also not do a bit of good in Europe. The Continent would 
be overrun by the Red Army in 60 days, and we would have thrown away the 
very nations on whose recovery we are staking the future of the world. 

To some extent the “act now” and “go slow” schools of thought were recon- 
ciled in last week's military conference, presided over by Secretary Forrestal 
at Key West. If the nation’s planners had yet decided where and when to make 
a stand it was a secret. But the formation of a Western European alliance as 
a nucleus for defense of nations this side of the Stettin-Trieste line provided 
a natural military frontier and a group of potential allies. There is a general 
agreement among military men to target for a 70-group air force (20,000 
planes), 12 combat divisions, which will take two years to establish, and a 50% 
increase in commissioned naval vessels, withdrawn from the zippered fleet. 
Another thing that commands the agreement of all the top planners is the 
need for selective service to hold up our military force. 

One result of the Key West conference was President Truman’s message to 
Congress last week. 


it Is an Election Year 


How far President Truman advanced the ball is questionable. He undoubt- 
edly made his decision as President first and as politician running for re-elec- 
tion second. But his failure to consult in advance with congressional chiefs of 
his own party and the Republican majority was so offensive to Congress as 
to raise a strong suspicion that he was trying to throw Congress off balance. 
‘Thus the beginning is not good. There is a political question where there 
should be none. 

The mood of Washington was grim. A general gave his opinion privately: 
“T have now accepted that war with Russia is inevitable. The only question 
is when and where. Do we fight her now while we still have a foothold in Eu- 
rope and Asia or do we wait until the balance of power is clearly defined be- 
tween the Western and Eastern Hemispheres?” 

USS. military men long ago abandoned any hope that they could ever know 
the Kremlin’s plans. It is their business, however, to keep a ready estimate 
of Russian strength, and it goes about like this: 

1) The atomic bomb. Washington does not know with complete certainty 
whether or not Russia has yet manufactured a bomb. It does not think so. 
Unless the Russians have found a short cut to the bomb they certainly will 
not have it in great quantity, if at all, before 1952.

2) Land forces. Russia’s immediate strength is 175 divisions, with a poten- 
tial of 125 more immediately available from the innermost ring of satellite 
cluding the 
ts. (In World War II the U.S. had only 68 divisions at the 
peak of mobilization.) 

3) Airpower. Although Russia in the last war showed ineptitude in the use 
of strategic airpower, Washington has reason to think that Soviet command- 
ers have begun to catch up—that they have begun to understand the airpower 
concept which the Western Allies demonstrated so effectively in World War 
IL. Soviet factories are now turning out far more long-range bombers a year 
than the U.S. These include prototypes of the B-29s which landed on Soviet 
soil and were impounded during the war. The U.S. Intelligence score card 
shows that Russia probably is manufacturing 70% of the current world out- 
put of military planes. Russia is easily the leader in production of jet planes. 
The Red Air Force probably still is a greater tactical weapon, with fighters 
and light bombers, than a strategical, or long-range, power. 

4) Seapower. The Soviet surface combat strength of 11 capital ships offers 
no real threat, but Russia is building a large fleet of submarines and has about 
250 in commission. The real menace is the considerable number of Type 21 
subs. The 21, which was developed by the Germans toward the end of World 
War II, has an almost unlimited subsurface range because of the new Schnorkel 
breathing device and can travel nearly as fast underwater as it can on the sur- 
face. The Soviet submarines would be the biggest obstacle Russia could offer 
to the establishment and maintenance of advanced American bases for an air 
attack. 

‘Two sources of danger to the U.S. are our wide-open door and our Commu- 
nist fifth column. Russia might be able to ship in weapons of destruction—par- 
ticularly bacteriological and conceivably atomie—in small packages. We have 
no such access to Ru: 


Limitations of the Bomb 


Against this powerful force stands our military establishment, a hollow shell, 
emptied by precipitate demobilization after V-J Day. We have only four and 
one third divisions ready for combat. This does not include occupation forces, 
committed to occupation and themselves far below authorized strength. We 
have 50 air groups, with 5,500 combat planes, most of them World War II air- 
craft, and a debilitated aircraft manufacturing industry. 

We do have the atomic bomb, and can produce enough air force to deliver it 
anywhere. This is a tremendously powerful weapon psychologically as well as 
niilitarily. But Washington’s military men, who call the bomb “the gadget,”! 
know that it takes more than the bomb and bombers to win a war. 
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Will There Be a War? continue 


How would we use the atomic bomb? It would not be as 
magical a weapon as most Americans like to think. The 
trouble with the bomb, easily overlooked in push-button 
talk, is that at the present time there is no way to take it 
to the target except by conventional bombers. These have 
limited range, and Russia, on the word of the strategists, 
is well prepared to defend herself from ordinary air attack. 
Far away from the crucial centers of industry and military 
concentration are radar warning screens, behind which 
nest the fighter planes. The Russian fighter pilot is rated 
very good indeed. 

In the light of all these known factors, what would World 
War III be like if it came in the next 60 days? Russia’s 
huge land army would find little in its way between the 
Stettin-Trieste line and the English Channel. Stalin's ar- 
mies would certainly be harassed by U.S. occupation 
troops, the French army and by British and American air 
attack, but no one seriously believes they would be halted 
by anything but the Atlantic and perhaps the Pyrenees. 

Soviet airborne troops could and probably would occu- 
py Iceland, an easy jump from Norway. Although a Rus- 
sian force in Iceland would face supply and defense prob- 
lems, it could stage immediate bombing strikes against 
our large Eastern cities. 

‘An even more serious attack against the U.S. could be 
routed through Alaska. Our strategists believe that the 
Russians can successfully invade Alaska by air and quick- 
ly send their bombers to Detroit, Chicago and other indus- 
trial centers of the Middle West. But this entails a 3,000- 
mile flight one way, so such missions would be more psy- 
chological than strategic. 

But Russia’s great weakness in amphibious craft would 
halt herfland drive at the Mediterranean and the English 
Channel. This is where the U.S. would take over. 

Though the war would not be easy or very short, the 
U.S. has what it takes to win it. After initial reverses our 
vast industrial potential would begin to tell and our mili- 
tary machine would build up the same overwhelming pow- 
er that it built up against Germany, The war would be 
waged from the air, whatever the variety of bombs. U.S. 
land and naval forces would be used primarily to seize 
and hold the bases. These would be established as needed 
in Africa, the British Isles, Spain, Saudi Arabia, India, 
China, Japan, Greenland, Iceland, Alaska, the Canadian 
Arctic. The air force would strike with particular concen- 
tration on the Russian railroad system to cripple the over- 
land supply lines. 


But We Will Surely Win 


The Middle East might well become the principal the- 
ater of war. As a base it promises to be the surest and 
nearest area from which to attack the heart of Russia, the 
newer industrial sections and the Baku oil fields. We must 
hold Arabia for another reason: our battle plans require 
her oil. 

USS. strategists would not expect to use the atomic bomb 
extensively until they could drop enough for a knockout. 
Pressure at home would probably require immediate bomb- 
ing of Moscow, Leningrad or some other center well with- 
in the Soviet Union. The bomb would not be used against 
occupied countries. Early with few, or late with thousands, 
the target would be the centers of power in Russia. 

Probably the masters of the Kremlin know as well as 
the men in the Pentagon that if war comes the will 
win it. But they may think mistakenly that the will 
not fight unless attacked at home. Stalin once told an 
American diplomat, ‘The Soviet government and people 
want war no more than the Western democracies. But they 
are not so intent upon peace.” 

Russia’s hope for gaining control of Europe without 
war lay in Europe’s postwar chaos. Now, as Europe strug- 
gles to her economic feet with American aid and joins in a 
military union with American backing, Russia’s hope is 
dwindling. Russia may be tempted to gamble for a quick 
victory. 

If this is the case, the job of American diplomacy, backed 
by American opinion and American power, is to con- 
vince the Soviet leaders—this spring—that Russian 
aggression will mean war and that war will end in defeat.

EASTER IN PALESTINE 


FOR ALL THE BLOODSHED THE WAY TO PEACE SEEMS CLEAR IN THE HOLY LAND 


Since Britain issued the controversial Bal- 
four Declaration in 1917, about 7,500 British, 
Arabs and Jews in the Holy Land have been 
killed in political conflict. Of these about 1,700 
fell in the 100 days after the evil and unwork- 
able “partition” decision was recommended 
by the U.N. General Assembly. A civil war of 
like magnitude and duration in the U.S. would 
carry off 140,000 people. How many reproaches 
one might heap on how many heads (including 
our own) for all the blundering, the narrow 
prejudices, the Petty artisanship, the igno- 
rant goodwill which elped to shed that blood! 
But let us, at this moment of Easter, leave that 
part of the past in its grave. History will make 
its reproaches. But can we make a better his- 
tory for the Holy Land? 

erhaps not at once. Even more may die in 
confused, transitional clashes between embit- 
tered, frightened Jews and exultant, ungener- 
ous Arabs. Zionist extremists may feel that 
force always pays—forgetting that they have 
not decisive force. Communists may stir up 
violence for their own ends. Nevertheless a new 
situation—not easy, but relatively hopeful— 
was created by the U.S. last week when it pro- 
osed that the recommendation to “partition” 
Palestine and set oF a tiny sovereign Zionist 
state be reversed. Hopeful—if all concerned 
meet it with clarity, with charity, with courage. 


The Peacemakers 


Hope arises, first of all, from the credits of 
the past. Just after World War I there were 
in Palestine 80,000 Jews. Today there are 650,- 
000. A few are illegal entrants whose citizen- 
ship should now be recognized. Many are ref- 
ugees from the most brutal persecution cam- 
paign in human history, in which six million of 
their kin were slaughtered. Many are high- 
minded persons who chose voluntarily to set- 
te in the land of their ancestors. They wanted 
to create a new culture in the tongue of the 
Bible, a culture based upon a substantial, mod- 
ern community, earning its daily bread in the 
sweat of its brow on farms, in factories, on the 
sea, in shops, in laboratories and in studios. 
Many did not really care about a sovereign 
Zionist state, wanting only freedom and good 
relations with their Arab neighbors, both 
Christian and Moslem. It was above all the 
controversy about the Zionist state which 
spoiled those relations. 

Yet the Jewish community has grown. It 
has conquered and made many a patch of des- 
ert to flower, organized efficient industries, 
exterminated disease, given employment to 
Arabs as well as to Jews, helped hold the line 
at El Alamein against Hitler's hordes, pro- 
duced interesting art and music, created in 
Jerusalem a fine university. For all this the 
Jews deserve much credit. The British, too, 
deserve sore credit, for it is doubtful that so 
many Jews would be there had the British not 
given them, on top of the Balfour Declaration, 
armed protection for more than a quarter of a 
century. And some Arabs deserve credit, too 
—lowly Arabs who often sheltered hunted 
Jews and forward-looking Arabs of distinctior® 
like Fawzi el Husseini, a cousin of the feudal, 
extremist ex-Mufti of Jerusalem. Repenting 
of his terrorist days, Fawzi el Husseini spoke 
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out for Arab-Jewish conciliation and was mur- 
dered by his cousin’s men. Other Arabs like 
him live on, waiting for a chance to speak. And 
there is California-born Judah Magnes, presi- 
dent of the Hebrew University, who in season 
and out has called for conciliation and opposed 
the partition of Palestine. He has heaped on 
the heads of Jewish terrorists and their con- 
doners a wrath as fiery as that of an Old Testa- 
ment prophet. He calls to mind another con- 
temporary enemy of narrow nationalism and 
partition, Gandhi, who also defied terrorists 
of his own blood. The spirit that animates 
Arabs and Jews like the late Fawzi el Husseini 
and the still-living Dr. Magnes is Palestine’s 
prime hope for peace. 


A Peace Program 


But all of us can make a contribution. Many 
steps must be taken to end the fighting and 
bring a new era to Palestine and the whole 
Middle East, one in which all the communities 
of the Holy Land will feel for the U.S. not the 
understandable hate or puzzlement or con- 
tempt so prevalent at the moment, but con- 
fidence and friendship. Lire feels a special ob- 
ligation to suggest such steps because on Feb. 
16 we wrote, “If partition is so hard to enforce, 
is there an alternative? Yes, theoretically. The 
U.N. Assembly could try to figure out some 
more workable solution. But only if the U.S. 
revises its own Palestine policy, for it was the 
U.S. that organized the two-thirds majority 
for partition.” This step has been taken. Here 
are six more. 

1) The British should be induced by the U.S. 
to postpone their departure from Palestine, to 
throw themselves energetically into the task 
of maintaining law and order, of suppressing 
both Arab and Zionist terrorists. In this they 
should have responsible support from the U.S. 
government. This might mean a few U.S. 
troops; it must mean U.S. dollars. Our inter- 
ests would justify the contribution. 

2) The trusteeship proposal of the U.S. 
should get before the U.N. General Assembly 
as soon as possible. Of course Russia, denied 
her hopes of getting “partition troops” into 
Palestine, will veto and stall for time and stir 
up her agents. But the U.N. votes are avail- 
able for a sound decision now that the U.S. 
has a clear head on the matter. No pressure 
will be needed. 

3) Pressure should be brought a) on the Zion- 
ists to abandon the idea of a sovereign Zionist 
state in any part of Palestine and b) on the 
Arabs to abandon the idea of such a state in 
Palestine as could in any way oppress the Jew- 
ish population. A sound, workable compro- 
mise must be effected under the eyes of a benev- 
olent trusteeship. And it is possible. If Canada 
can exist on a 65% English, 35% French basis, 
why not Palestine with a like ratio of Arabs to 
Jews? Many elements can help to bring the 
eompromise about—moderate Arabs in Pales- 
tine and in the League of Arab States. mod- 
erate Zionists and non-Zionist friends of Pal- 
estine like the American Council for Judaism 
and the new League for Peace and Justice in 
the Holy Land, headed by Virginia C. Gilder- 
sleeve. 

4) Suggestions made by techn‘cal men for a 


Jordan Valley Authority to improve the eco- 
nomic situation of Palestine and all the Middle 
East should be updated and acted on. Together 
with the elimination of the danger of one peo- 
ple “majorizing” another, such an economic 
development might fairly soon open the doors 
to considerable Jewish immigration. Econom- 
ic absorptive power rather than a nationalist- 
political yardstick should be determining. 

5) Our own Congress, having in view the 
new world crisis which is likely to strain the 
USS. economy, should immediately adopt the 
Stratton Bill (rather than the inferior bill now 
up in the Senate). This would admit in the 
next four years 400,000 European DPs, 80% 
of whom are Catholics and Protestants. They, 
like their Jewish fellow sufferers, must get to 
the New World if they are to live decently. 
And they are democratic, productive people 
whom the New World needs. Here our moral 
obligation is also our opportunity. Once we 
adopt such a bill other countries will follow— 
Brazil, Chile, Uruguay, Mexico, Australia, 
Canada, New Zealand—and the back of the 
DP problem will be broken. Any Jewish DPs 
left over can go to Palestine, as some—by no 
means all—would prefer. 

6) The next thing is to take the question 
out of U.S. local politics. Like China, Pales- 
tine is a wandering chick which ought to get 
under the wing of the brood hen of our biparti- 
san foreign policy. There is not a single politi- 
cal party in the tis. which does not share re- 
sponsibility for the way our Palestine policy 
went awry. If the damage is to be undone, it 
is in the first place up to the organizers of the 
general bipartisan policy, Senators Vanden- 

erg and Connally. They can teach their Re- 
publican and Democratic colleagues not to 
concentrate on recriminations but to move 
forward together as they did on the U.N. char- 
ter question, on aid to Greece and Turkey and 
on ERP—only faster. Left to themselves the 
able Middle East experts of the State Depart- 
ment and Secretary Marshall can work out 
the details of policy with an eye to the real 
situation in Palestine and our total national 
obligations and interests. 


By Next Easter? 


If all this be done, perhaps next Easter will 
see peace in Palestine and the first inspiring 
shoots of prosperity and progress, now so long 
impeded. i there a more fitting thought for 
this season? Now is the time of Bairam, high 
holy day of the Moslem world. The Last Sup- 

er was none other than the Hebrew feast of 

assover. It commemorated the escape from 
Eeyptian slavery, which Jews still celebrate. 
The Jews of the Holy Land, perhaps the world’s 
palapmett people today, will never have a 
president, a navy, a jail, a gallows or any other 
aspect of a state quite all “their own.” They 
can, however, hope soon to celebrate Passover 
doubly in freedom and in a flourishing culture 
such as the wiser Zionist founders envisioned. 
To all in the land that is holy to Christians let 
us say in the words of Arabic-speaking Semites, 
“Salaam Aleikum,” and, in the words of He- 
brew-speaking Semites, “Shalom Aleichem.” 
Both mean the same: “Peace be with you.” 
It is the message of the day.

German Art 


Life shows the great paintings 
which U.S. Army found in cave 


The Kaiser Friedrich Museum, built on a small island in Berlin, was 
bombed and shelled in 1945. During battle upper floors were obser- 
vation posts. No repairs have been made since the end of the war. 


In the salt mines at Merkers, Germany, the U.S. Third Army discov- 
ered the Kaiser Friedrich art treasures. Here U.S. soldiers are look- 
ing at French Impressionist Manet’s famous In the Wintergarden.

In April 1945 General Patton's Third Army, speeding across 
Germany, took the salt mines at Merkers and made one of the 
war's most fantastic captures. Down in the caverns it found, 
along with a hoard of 100 tons of German gold, a fabulous cache 
of art—including 15 Rembrandts, five Van Eycks, five Titians, 
three Raphaels, There were 200 paintings worth at least $80 mil- 
lion. They were the cream of the great Kaiser Friedrich collec- 
tion, which had been removed from Berlin when the bombing 
became too heavy. The Army, which, unlike other conquerors, 
had no interest in looting art, sent the collection off to the U.S. 
for safekeeping until it could be returned to its rightful owners. 
It was stored in the vaults of the National Gallery in Washing- 
ton. Despite some protest that the art should never have been 
removed from Germany, the Army firmly insisted that it had 
simply taken the collection into protective custody, tactfully 
leaving for others to infer that it had acted to keep the paintings 
from the Russians (who, incidentally, have since taken to Russia 
all the most valuable contents of the Dresden museum). 

The paintings are now ready to go back to Europe. They will 
be returned by summer, but before they go the U.S. is getting a 
brief chance to.see the collection. Last week the National Gal- 
lery opened an exhibition which will continue until April 18. Be- 
cause few Americans outside of Washington will have a chance 
to see them, Lire on the following pages reproduces 11 of the paint- 
ings. These are the first color reproductions to be made of them 
since their arrival in the U.S. 

The man who developed the Kaiser Friedrich collection was 
William I, grandfather of World War I's Kaiser. William, a 
German nationalist, defeated Austria, consolidated Germany 
and envied France. As a result of his envy he continued to build 
an art collection which he hoped would outmatch the Louvre. 
His agents picked up Italian masters and paid special attention to 
the North European painters. When William died in 1888 at the 
age of 91, the collection was already very fine. The man who 
made it great was a director named Wilhelm Von Bode, who su- 
pervised it for 17 years after William’s death. In 1904 the collec- 
tion was put into the new Kaiser Friedrich Museum, named af- 
ter William’s son who had reigned for only a few months. 

During the last war Hitler ordered that the paintings be left 
in Berlin even after they were endangered by air raids. Finally in 
the winter of 1945 the most valuable works were carted off in a 
truck to the salt mines. When the museum was bombed during 
the battle of Berlin, Germans stripped the building of window 
frames, doors and floors for firewood. 

Though the paintings are now going back to their homeland, 
they will not return to their former home but will probably be 
shipped to Wiesbaden in northern Germany. The Kaiser Friedrich 
Museum still has a wrecked roof and a flooded cellar. It is also 
in Berlin’s Russian zone and the Russians have hung a sign on 
the door which says, “Anyone entering is considered a thief.”

Through the din of 
farewells the Queen, at his command, is slowly 
eased into the stream of the Hudson River.

The private papers of Hitler’s propaganda minister trace, in two years of 
World War II, the decline of a Reich that was to last a thousand years 


January 21, 1942 
I fear neither a fact nor a person, but only the possibility of losing the 

war. In times of crisis fear of persons is a most dangerous thing, and there 

is but one sin, as Nietzsche put it, namely, that of cowardice. It i 

times much more difficult to be courageous in civilian than in mi 


must not fail to observe that the Japanese now and then exaggerate grossly 
and that their propaganda is very juvenile. Thus, for instance, the navy 
spokesman declared at Tokyo that the Japanese intend to land on the Amer- 
ican continent and march into Washington. I call that pretty strong medicine 
and claim the Japanese are only hurting their cause by such pronounce- 


January 24, 1942 

Roosevelt has played a somewhat 
unlucky hand in recent weeks. The 
chief reason is that he can’t produce 
any military victories. If it is true 
that nothing succeeds like success, 
it is also true that nothing defeats 
like defeat. 


January 26, 1942 

T have received a report from a 
commanding general at the northern 
front which is extraordinarily favor- 
able. The general believes the Soviet 
Union will collapse in the spring. I 
am not able as yet to share this 
optimism. 


January 27, 1942 
The U.S, is trying desperately to 
drag us into a discussion of racial 
uestions, especially in regard to 
a Thave forbidden the German 
news services even to mention these 
somewhat ticklish and delicate prob- 
lems, as I am convinced we can’t 
win any laurels here. 


For 12 years the thoughts of the German people were ruled ’by 
Paul Joseph Goebbels, the satanic “Little Doktor” who was Min- 
ister for National Enlightenment and Propaganda of Nazi Ger- 
many. Revealing insight into his malevolent but brilliant mind 
is afforded by the personal diaries he left behind, which also give 
intimate glimpses of the lives and machinations of Nazidom’s top 
leaders. Although he kept diaries for more than 20 years, mere 
fragments from his wartime journals, covering portions of 1942 
and 1943, survived the conquest of Berlin. Russian troops had heed- 
lessly dumped them into the rubble-strewn courtyard of his 
ruined ministry while industriously shipping every steel filing 
cabinet they could find back to Russia. They ordered them to be 
pulped, but at the last minute a discerning German saved them, 
turned them over to a U.S. civilian. Months later they were given 
to Herbert Hoover for his war library at Stanford. A.P.-man Louis 
P. Lochner translated the diaries and prepared them for publi- 
cation. Recently they were the object of a legal struggle between 
the publisher, Doubleday & Co., and the Alien Property Custod- 
ian (note on p. 122), who claims that the diaries are U.S. govern- 
ment property. 

LiFr’s selections begin when Germany was at the height of her 
power, her armies deep in Russia and her newest enemy, the U.S., 
reeling from the Pearl Harbor blow of Hitler’s ally, Japan. They 
close in December 1943, 17 months before the author killed himself.

Fepruary 5, 1942 

‘The Jewish question is again giv- 
ing us a headache, this time, how- 
ever, not because we have gone too 
far but because we are not going far 
enough. The Jewish question can- 
not be regarded as solved until all 
Jews have left the Reich. 


Fesruary 11, 1942 

The fact that Cripps proclaimed 
Berlin as the future capital of Bol- 
shevism is, of course, grist for our 
mill. The German public likes to read 
that sort of thing. There are always 
nitwits on the other side who throw 
us the ball whenever we want it. All 
we have to do is to hold up our hand, 
and a propaganda ball flies into it 
from the enemy side. 


January 29, 1942 
In the evening I had a long talk 
with my mother who, to me, always 
represents the voice of the people. She knows the sentiments of the people 
better than most experts who judge from the ivory tower. Again I learned a 
lot, especially that the rank and file are usually much more paintive than 
we imagine. Propaganda must therefore always be essentially simple and 
repetitious. In the long run only he will achieve basic results in influencing 
mublic opinion who is able to reduce problems to thesimplest terms and who 
fas the courage to keep forever repeating them in this simplified form des- 
pite the objections of the intellectuals. 


January 30, 1942 

The Fiihrer recalled that all Englishmen whom he received before the 
outbreak of the war were in agreement that Churchill was a fool. Even 
Chamberlain said so to the Fiihrer. The Fiihrer profoundly regrets the heavy 
losses sustained by the white race in East Asia, but that isn’t our fault. 


Fepruary 1, 1942 

Franco has delivered a speech. Franco, as we know, is a bigoted church- 
pr He permits Spain today to be practically governed not by himself but 

y his wife and her father confessor. That’s a nice revolutionist we placed 

on the thione! 

The German people ought not to do any complaining. They still have a 
standard of living that is impossible in any other country of Europe. The 
home folk have thus far felt the war very little. 


Fesruary 3, 1942

They 
prepared everything secretly. We have now heard that Kurusu and Nomura 
negotiated in Washington without having the faintest idea as to what the 
Japanese war leaders were planning. That’s a good thing. When you are 
gambling for the existence of your own people you should employ all 
methods of a tricky and superior war strategy. It means, of course, that 
Kurusu and Nomura played an exceedingly edierous role, but that is of 
less importance. There is no doubt that one does best if one keeps the dip- 
lomats uninformed about the background of politics. 


Fepruary 17, 1942 

For the further progress of the war we cannot possibly think of a prime 
minister who would be better for us than Churchill. Churchill’s strategy is 
so shortsighted that he will certainly lead the empire from one reverse into 
another.

We Germans and untold 
millions of human beings in the rest of the world expect the de- 
cision to come during this spring and summer. 


Marcu 7, 1942 

I read a detailed report from the SD [Nazisecret security service 
regarding a final solution of the Jewish question. There are 11 mil- 
lion Jews still in Europe. They will have to be concentrated later, 
to begin with, in the east; possibly an island such as Madagascar 
can be assigned to them after the war. In any case there can be no 
peace in Europe until the last Jews are eliminated from the Con- 
tinent. 

That, of course, raises a large number of exceedingly delicate 
questions. What is to be done with the half Jews? What with those 
related to Jews? In-laws of Jews? Persons married to Jews? Evi- 
dently we still have quite a lot to do, and undoubtedly a multitude 
of personal tragedies will ensue within the framework of the solu- 
tion of this problem. But that is unavoidable. 


Marcu 10, 1942 

To think what questions of domestic politics are laid before one 
in the course of a Should dancing girls be inducted into the 
Women’s Labor Service?

In our intimate talk 
he told me that recently he has been somewhat ailing. From time to 
time he has had to fight off severe attacks of giddiness. The long 
winter has affected his spiritual condition in a way that has left its 
mark, 

The Fiihrer’s opinion about various leaders of the Wehrmacht 
has changed fundamentally during the past winter. He does not 
think so much of the generals as he used to. He has nothing but 
contempt for many of hems adescrihed to mse now cloeesreeierc 
during the past months to a Napoleonic winter. Had he weakened 
for only one moment, the front would have caved in and a catas- 
trophe ensued thatwould have put the Napoleonic disaster far into 
the shade. The Fiihrer, incidentally, has rather high regard for the 
Soviet war leadership. Stalin’s brutal hand has saved the Russian 
front. I told the Fithrer how wonderful it is to imagine peacetime 
again. He feels the same way. 

The Fiihrer is full of admiration for the Japanese army. Aside 
from that, however, he naturally views the strong ascendancy of 
the Japanese in eastern Asia and the recession of the white man 
with certain misgivings. 

At 8:30 p.m. ig had t to leave. A long, dreamless sleep. When we 
arrived in Berlin toward noon, the capital was once'again enveloped 
in a white robe of snow.

Observers in the U.S. report that there isn’t the slightest en- 
thusiasm for the war. Roosevelt has not succeeded in interesting 
the broad masses at all. 


Aprit 4, 1942 

The English air raids have increased in scope and importance, 
and if they can be continued for weeks along these lines, they 
might quite conceivably have a demoralizing effect on the German 
population. . 


Aprit 9, 1942 

I find it necessary to start a new campaign for greater politeness 
in public life. On the streets, in the buses and streetcars, in res-

Aprit 13, 1942

trians wear your picture in their buttonholes. 


Aprut 22, 1942 

The De Gaullists and Communists claim—and they aren’t en- 
tirely wrong either—that Laval was involved in former French cor- 
ruption scandals and is not qualified to represent France in the 
New Europe. But that is a matter of indifference to us, We could 
hardly find a better man than Laval for our policies. We shall 
probably have to pay Laval something in case he fulfills the hopes 
we placed in him. But first it is up Ry to show what he can do. 


Aprit 25, 1942 

The inhabitants of the Ukraine were more than inclined at the 
beginning to regard the Fiihrer as the savior of Europe and to wel- 
come the German Wehrmacht most cordially. This attitude has 
changed completely in the course of months. We have hit the Rus- 
sians, and especially the Ukrainians, too hard on the head with our 
manner of dealing with them. A clout on the head is not always a 
convincing argument. 


Apnrit 26, 1942 

The dominating thought with the Fiihrer is his joy at the majes- 
tic coming of spring. He tells me that never before in all his Nite 
has he awaited it with such fervor. During the coming years he 
doesn’t want to see any snow at all; snow has become physically 
repulsive to him—which I can well understand. 


Apri. 30, 1942 

The Fidhrer wants to break off his vacation on the Obersalzberg. 
Natura/hes, very thoughtfully laid snow on the Oberdalsharg. He 
told me again during his last visit in Berlin that it would be simply 
impossible for him physically to look at snow for the next couple 
of years. It is, 80 to speak, a case of flight from the snow. 


May 3, 1942 

In the evening we saw the American Technicolor picture Swanee 
River, which affords me an opportunity for making a number of ob- 
servations on the creation of a new German film based on folk 
songs. The fact of the matter is that the Americans have the ability 
of taking their relatively small stock of culture and by a modern- 
ized version to make of it something that is very apropos for the 
present time. We are loaded down altogether too much with tradi- 
tion and piety.

May 4, 1942 


The weather is still terrible and truly poisonous for our harvest. 
Rain won't come, and sun won't come either. The temperature has 
sunk again. If that continues, we shall have to count on a complete 
crop failure. 


May 7, 1942 

Corregidor has capitulated. The loss of this island fortress has 
come as a shock to the U.S. There is deep mourning throughout 
the country. 


May, 17, 1942 

‘At noon Magda [Goebbels’ wife] and the children came out here 
[to Lanke]. That is always a festive occasion for me. Magda is to 
deliver a speech before a thousand Berlin women on Mother's Day 
in Friedrichshain Hall. She is scared almost out of her wits. 


May 19, 1942 

‘The declarations issued at Lisbon by our diplomats on their re- 
turn from America are extremely clever and are actually getting 
good publicity in the world. But the American diplomats and jour- 
nalists returning from Germany have also issued statements that 
make exactly the same claims about the Axis countries that our 
diplomats make about America. On the whole, therefore, there 
isn’t much to be expected of these interviews from both sides. 


May 22, 1942 

The letters arriving from various parts of the country indicate 
that the masses of the people are getting increasingly angry about 
the food situation. 


May 23, 1942 
Thad a telephone conversation with the Reich Marstial [Goring], 
who complained about the O.K.W. [High Command] because it 
protested against the new Leander motion picture. This picture 
shows an aviator spending a night with a famous singer. The 
O.K.W. considers itself insulted morally and insists that an avia 
tion lieutenant wouldn't act that way. Opposed to this is the cor- 
rect view of Géring that if an aviation lieutenant didn’t make use 
of such an opportunity, he simply wouldn’t be an aviation lieu- 
tenant. 
At this point a number of entries in the diaries are missing. By mid-December 
1942 the Wehrmacht had reached its high-water mark in R fighting for 
Stalingrad and the Caucasus. The U.S. forces, having invaded North Africa, 
were driving eastward toward Tunis, while Montgomery's Eighth Army was 
rollitig Rommel back from Libya. On Dee. 20 Goebbels noted, "We are having 
some trouble about Stalingrad.” They were. That hattle ended in the loss of 
the entire German Sixth Army and marked the beginning of a major Russian 
offensive. Meanwhile Allied air raids on the Reich were swinging into high 
gear. Amid these portents of disaster the diaries re: with Goebbels plote 
ting to assume greater power on the home front in collaboration with Garin, 


Marcu 2, 1943 
At4 p.m, I drove up to Géring’s home. Garing received me most 
charmingly and is very openhearted. His dress is somewhat ba- 
roque and would, if one did not know him, strike one as somewhat 
funny, But that’s the way he is, and one must put up with his idio- 
synerasies; they sometimes even have a charm about them. 

After the exchange of a few pleasantries we immediately got 
down to brass tacks, It seems to me that Géring has been standing 
aside too long from the political factors that do the real driving. 
Goring judges GHQ very harshly. The generals are doing every- 
thing possible to unload this crisis on the Fihrer. They are now 
taking revenge for the previous winter when the measures of the 
Fiihrer showed them up as having been wrong. We must certainly 
be on our guard against the old Wehrmacht and Reichswehr gen- 
erals, We have very few good friends among them, 

Garingevidenced the greatest concern about the Fiihrer. To him, 
too, the Fiihrer seems to have aged 15 years during 34 years of 
war. It is a tragic thing that the Fithrer has become such a recluse 
and leads so unhealthy a life. He doesn’t get out into the fresh air. 
He does not relax. He sits in his bunker, fusses and broods. But he 
had made up his mind to conduct this war in his own Spartan 
manner, and I suppose nothing can be done about it. Garing also 
doesn’t think much of Ribbentrop. [He] consistently claims that 
this war is Ribbentrop’s war, and that he never made any earnest 
attempt to achieve a modus vivendi with England simply because 
he has an inferiority complex. 

There’s the same trouble about our domestic policy. There’s no 
strong authority anywhere. The party goes its own way and won't 
have anybody interfere. 

At this point I introduced my own proposals. I expressed the

Marcu 9, 1943

The Fiihrer’s judgment of the moral qual: s 
and that applies to all arms of the se is devastating. He 
doesn’t believe any general. They all cheat him, fawn upon him, 
furnish him statistics that any child can contradict and thereby 
insult the Fiihrer’s intelligence. In view of his general 
mind I deem it inopportune to introduce the question of Géring’s 
political leadership. This is not the proper moment. We must post- 
pone this matter to a later date. 

‘The Fuhrer became exceptionally openhearted and personal at 
the end of our discussion. His only worry at present, he said, was 
his health. He doesn’t know whether he will come through the war 
completely intact physically. “Once this war is ended!” —this turn 
of speech keeps recurring more frequently now with the Fiihrer. 


Marcu 11, 1943 

The evacuation of Jews from Berlin has led to a number of un- 
toward happenings. The scheduled arrest of all Jews on one day has 
proved a flash in the pan because of the shortsighted behavior of 
industrialists who warned the Jews in time. We therefore failed to 
lay our hands on about 4,000. They are now wandering about Ber- 
lin without homes, are not registered with the police and are natur- 
ally quite a public danger. 


Marcu 13, 1943 
The Bolshevik steam roller has been brought toa standstill, and

was rare, but his control of German press was absolute.

the Germans have wrought another miracle. They have triumphed 
over the peril in the east. 

At midnight Funk suddenly rose to extend his congratulations 
upon the tenth anniversary of my taking over the Propaganda 
Ministry. Yes indeed, 10 years have passed since I created the 
Propaganda Ministry as a new instrument for leading the German 
people. I believe I needn't be ashamed of my 10 years of labor. 


Marcu 14, 1943 

At noon I received the representatives of the foreign press ac- 
credited in Berlin. Some very ticklish them: ed upon, 
but I was easily able to outplay the questioners. I believe I have 
once again fought an important news battle by this reception. 
During a war news should be given out mainly for instruction and 
not for information. Not every item of news should be published: 
rather must those who control news policies endeavor to make 
every item of news serve a certain purpose. Unfortunately we do 
not always keep this in mind. 


Aprit 10, 1943 

The English have issued pompous communiqués about their air 
raids and the damage caused. Their claims on the whole are right. 

We arrived in Essen before 7 a.m. This city must for the most 
part be written off completely. The building experts of the city ad- 
ministration have figured out that it will normally take 12 
to repair the damage. A map on which total destruction is indi- 
cated in red gives an over-all picture of the extent of the damage, 
It is terrifying. 

Finally we made a trip through the old part of the city. Some- 
times we walked, as vehicles could move only through some 
streets. Destruction is complete in many places. Now at last I have 
a real picture of what English air warfare means. 


Aprit 13, 1943 

We arrived at Freilassing early in the morning. En route (shortly 
before Freilassing) I had a terrible kidney attack. I suppose a kid- 
ney stone got loose. The pain was so barbaric that I couldn’t get up 
at all. I immediately had Professor Morell summoned from the Ober- 
salzberg. He did not arrive until an hour later. During that hour I 
suffered almost unbearable pain. Professor Morell immediately gay 
me a big shot of morphine that relieved me somewhat. Added to m: 
terrible pain, continuous vomiting set in that almost makes me d 
pair of life. I had a terrible night. To make it halfway possible for 
me to stand the pain, Neumann had to give me two additional shots. 
I was happy when I reached Berlin in the morning. 


Aprit, 17, 1943 

A number of English papers and periodicals have been laid be- 
fore me which give evidence of great respect for my person and my 
work. The News Chronicle calls me the most dangerous member of 
the Nazi gang. I can be very proud of this praise. If the English 
continue to respect my work so much, I believe I shall gradually 
also win the approval of the German people.

Aru. 21, 1943

pri 23, 1943 

Roosevelt protested in an extraordinarily sharp note against the 
onviction by a Japanese court-martial and execution of the U.S. 
Ifiers who bombed Tokyo last year. Undoubtedly very strong aver- 
sion against bombing would crystallize even in aviation circles if 
vvery captured flier were executed who bombarded residential quar- 
ers or was not sufficiently briefed on military targets. I'm very much 
tempted to propose that to the Fiihrer. 


Ay 10, 1943 
‘The Fiihrer yearns for the day when he can end this war. We 
ant then again to devote our energies chiefly to the fine arts, 
the theater, the films, literature and music. We want to begi 

ain to be human beings. The Fiihrer raves about the possibi 


for giving festivals again and receptions, and for surrounding him- 


self with people he likes. From all this I gather that the Fiihrer has 
Inot become a misanthrope, despite his long loneliness at GHQ. He 
just doesn’t want to see generals any more; that’s all. 


Ay 14, 1943 
In Tunis the fight is ended. I write this with a heavy heart. I just 
an’t read the exaggerated Anglo-American accounts. We stand 
laloof in hard and stubborn pride and simply take no notice of 
barking dogs. 

T sometimes feel as though we lack the necessary initiative for 
ighting the war. During the past five months the enemy has had 
Hie upper hand almost everywhere. He is defeating us in the air, he 
as inflicted heavy wounds on us in the east, he is beating us in 
INorth Africa, and even our submarine warfare is not so successful 
hs we really expected it to be. 
throughout the summer the Allies kept the upper hand. Sicily was taken, 
{taly invaded. Mussolini fell, and Marshal Badoglio took over the Italian Gov- 
nment, maintaining an uneasy alliance with Germany until in September he 
concluded an armistice with the Allies. Germany's great cities were crumbling 
inder a rain of bombs, and in the east the Wehrmacht barely held its ground 
inst Russia, In an atmosphere of unreal optimism Goebbels’ diaries resume 
in: 

Bepremper 13, 1943 

In the evening the happy news reached us that it had been pos- 
bible to liberate the Duce by a tour de force. It was an act of hero- 
ism on the part of the SD, Student's parachute troops and the Waf- 
en GSTs Dunada alroddyiont lie wey to! Viennay Mental gtiaa’ 
resent in Munich. 

Our position near Salerno is relatively favorable. We are send- 
ing reinforcement after reinforcement, but the English and the 
Americans are also doing that.

I now have the feeling that our lucky streak has set in again, But 
ne hardly dares say this openly. 


SEPTEMBER 21, 1943 

The Japanese are now speaking of a successful evacuation of 
Salamaua. These “successful evacuations” are getting the upper 
hand with the Axis. I don’t believe we shall be able te 
pression much longer; it is making us more and more of a laughing- 
tock. The Axis powers in the course of one year have done so 
much successful evacuating that a large part of their former war 
potential has been lost thereby. 


EPTEMBER 22, 1943 

‘At the moment it looks very messy on the eastern front. Our re- 
reats are no longer orderly, and the troops naturally lose a lot of 
atériel owing to the speed of their movement, Once again there is 
ja serious crisis. 
As a marginal note I may register the fact that the Negus [Haile 
Selassie] has demanded the extradition of Badoglio. He wants to 
fplace him before an Abyssinian court as a war criminal. There 
Ispecies of madness that the human brain is not capable of thinking 
ip in this war. 


Sepremper 23, 1943 
Shortly after I arrived at GHQ the Fithrer asked me to accom 
lpany him on his morning walk. The Fiihrer seemed to be in ex- 
ceptionally good health. He told me his morning walks with his dog 
Blondi did him a lot of good.

I posed the very serious and important question to the Fiihrer as 
to how far he intends to extend the Reich. His idea is that we 
ought to advance as far as the Venetian border, and that Venetia 
should be included in the Reich in a sort of loose federation. Vene- 
tia would be all the more willing to accept this since the Reich 
alone would be able after a successful war to supply it with tourist 
trade, to which Venice attaches the greatest importance. I regard 
such a boundary line as the only practical and right one. 

L asked the Fithrer whether he would be ready to negotiate with 
Churchill or whether he declined this on principle. The Fiihrer re- 
plied that in politics principles simply do not exist when it comes 
to questions of personalities. He does not believe that negotiations 
with Churchill would lead to any result as he is too deeply wedded 
to his hostile views and, besides, is guided by hatred and not by 
reason. The Fiihrer would prefer negotiations with Stalin, but be 
does not believe they would be successful inasmuch as Stalin 
cannot cede what Hitler demands in the east. 

Whatever may be the situation, I told the Fiihrer that we must 
come to an arrangement with one side or the other. The Reich 
has never yet won a two-front war, 

Tt is quite doubtful whether we can choose between Russia and 
England, If we actually had a choice it would naturally be much 
more pleasant to start talks with London than with Moscow. One 
can always make a better deal with a democratic state, and once 
peace has been concluded, such a state will not seize the sword for 
at least 20 years to come, 


Sepremper 25, 1943 

The English and Americans are boasting of having set Naples 
on fire. One ought really to be quite sad about the barbaric acts 
against culture that this war entails. Undoubtedly later genera- 
tions will curse us for having brought such ruin upon the peoples 
of.Europe. 


Novemser 1, 1943 

The Moscow Conference is about to end. As was to be expected, 
the English and Americans were quite unable to get anywhere with 
their demand for fixing western Soviet boundaries; on the con- 
trary, Moscow now energetically demands a second front. 


Noveser 2, 1943 

Casualty figures for the east covering the 10 days of Oct. 11 to 
20 inclusive are now available. The number of killed in action dur- 
ing this period is 9,279, the number of wounded 39,540, and the 
number of missing 5,225. We just cannot stand such a drain for 
long. When we consider that our’ eastern campaign has cost us 
three million casualties—men killed, missing or wounded—nobody 
can deny that we have paid exceedingly heavily for this campaign.

Atsome point or other we simply must try to get out of this desper- 
ate bloodletting. Otherwise we are in danger of slowly bleeding to 
death in the east. 

The English and Americans are again talking about a generals’ 
plot in the Reich which is to overthrow the Hitler regime. It is very 
suspicious that, whenever the enemy speaks of a domestic crisis in 
the Reich, he always thinks of the generals. That is hardly an 
accident. 


Novemper 9, 1943 

I have a thousand and one things to do. A report by the leaders 
of the medical profession about artificial insemination was handed 
to me.

This touchy proposal 
is about the one thing we have been waiting for! As far as I am con- 
cerned the draft will be tabled until the end of the war. 


Novemser 12, 1943 
From a very confidential source I learn via Lisbon that Stalin 
ut forward the argument [at the Moscow Conference] that he 
fad already lost 16 million men, that he could not continue the 
war without a second front and that he was determined to con- 
clude a separate peace with the Reich if England and the U.S. did 
not hasten to his aid, Impressed by this presentation, both Eden 
and Hull naturally yielded all along the line. They had to make 
far-reaching concessions to Stalin on the Balkans, not to mention 
the fact that of course the Soviet western frontiers were not de- 
bated at all. One can therefore speak of an outright defeat of 
the English and Americans. They are now completely in the tow of 
Bolshevism. If all great powers engaged in this war were able to- 
day to select their positions anew without any previous ties, the 
whole picture would most likely be changed completely in 24 
hours. 

There is rain on the southern front, and the dreaded thaw for 
which we waited so anxiously in the past weeks has set in, but that 
won't help now. The everlasting grumbling has diminished consid- 
erably since death sentences against defeatists have been pro- 
nounced, executed and published. That had a very sobering and 
deterrent effect on the defeatists. 


Novemper 15, 1943 

There is no rest for me all day. One piece of bad news follows 
another. We are passing through weeks of extreme worry. Usually, 
however, weeks of this kind also mean that you are speedily ap- 
proaching a decisive point in developments. 


Novemper 20, 1943 

The English and the Americans are in for a lot of joy with the 
Italians. That serves them right. The Italians gave us so much 
trouble in the earlier years of war that it is no more than just that 
our enemies should also get their share.

GOEBBELS’ DIARIES continveo 


Novemper 22, 1943 
‘The London press now supplies its readers with tall stories about 
the damage alleged to have been done to Berlin during the last air 
raid. It is claimed, for instance, that even at this hour communica- 
tions in Berlin are completely interrupted. As a matter of fact nota 
single tram, subway or elevated has failed to run because of the raid. 
[The next night the English left a larger calling card.] 


Novemper 24, 1943 

I just can’t understand how the English are able to do so much 
damage to the Reich’s capital during one air raid. 

The picture that greeted my eye on the Wilhelms-Platz was one 
of utter desolation. Blazing fires everywhere. The Propaganda 
Ministry was spared. Although damage in the Reich Chancellery 
is quite heavy, it is nothing compared with other ministries. 

‘ransportation conditions are still quite hopeless but I trust we 
shall soon master our difficulties sufficiently at least to start an 
emergency service to all sections of the city. Transportation is the 
heart of all public life. Once it no longer functions, business soon 
stops, supplies cease to move, and difficulties increase by the hour. 
In our home on Hermann Goring Street things are pretty desper- 
ate. The top floor is burned out completely. The whole house is filled 
with water. Magda has come to Berlin to salvage what she can. 

In between I am able to sleep for half an hour. Then, however, 
duty calls me again. Large h formations are once more on 
their way, headed straight for the capital. It means we must stand 
ond blow. 

Meanwhile I learn that my mother and my mother-in-law were 
bombed out completely in Moabit. Thei imply van- 
ished. The building in which they liv sformed into one 
vast shambles. But what is that at a time of universal misfortune 
which has now fallen upon this city of four and a half millic 

‘The attack began shortly after the alert had bes 
time more explosives than incendiary 
was a major, grad attack. I was in the bunker on the Wilhelms- 
Platz. It was not long before fires started all around. Bombs and 
land mines of notable size e dropped over the whole government 
quarter. They destroyed everything around the Potsdamer Platz. 
The pressure was so strong that even our bunker, although deep 
underground, began to shake. Unfortunately the pursuit planes 
arrived 20 minutes late. That gave the English a big lead. During 
those 20 minutes the antiaircraft guns were forbidden to shoot be- 
cause it was believed the pursuit planes had already arrived. 

Devastation is again appalling in the government quarter as well 
as in the western and northern suburbs. The State Theater and the 
Reichstag are aflame, but fortunately we are able to localize these 
fires. People keep coming and going in our bunker just as at a com- 
mand post. Well, after all, we are living in a war, and many a sector 
at the front would certainly not want to trade with us, so enormous 
is the strain, Hell itself seems to have broken loose over us. Mines 
and explosive bombs keep hurtling down upon the government 
quarter, One after another of the most important buildings begins 


to burn. As I look out on the Wilhelms-Platz after the attack, the 
gruesome impression of the evening befor n heightened. The 
Pr ecariita, Minisley sa bdeniig alte polis, Ths sicrad war 


dens are fighting these fires with the greatest energy, but sometimes 
things seem to hang by asilken thread. Only with the aid of large fire- 
fighting units are we able, after hours of fighting, to control the fires. 

‘The Kaiserhof {the hotel where Hitler had his Berlin headquar- 
ters in earlier, happier days] was hit by countless incendiary bombs 
and was soon ablaze. Although the largest fire-fighting units were 
put to work there, the edifice could not be saved; it burned to the 
ground. Nothing but the outer walls remains standing. 

In the Reich Chancellery, too, a big fire started in the Hall of 
Models, but we were able to contain it pretty well. Everything is 
at sixes and sevens in the Reich Chancellery, but that’s true also of 
my own home, where almost all windows and doors are gone because 
of the enormous air pressure of the explosive bombs and mine: 

‘The government quarter is nothing short of an inferno. One can 
hardly recognize the Wilhelms-Platz. 

‘The work that has to be done around 3 a.m. is maddening. My 
head aches from pain and fatigue, but that can’t be helped. We 
must now do our part; the decisive hour has come, 


Decemper 9, 1943 

The Japanese celebrated the beginning of the third year of war. 
Tojo delivered a speech about Japanese successes to date and also 
predicted the decision for 1944, I can only warn him about fixing 
dates. We have had some very bad experiences along that line dur- 
ing this war.
